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The Eyes Have It What's for Launch? Living With Leaves Old Yolk’s Home 


Part of this concrete house in Kageshima, 
Japan, looks like a giant egg inside a cement 
casing. Inside the egg is a large living room, 
which guests enter through a round portal. 
A three-story rectangle, containing the 
house's other rooms, butts up against it. 


Five feet below a grassy field near Topeka, 
Kansas, lies a three-level house with walls 
made of 18-inch-thick steel-reinforced 
concrete. The fortress-like home was built 
in an abandoned, underground Air Force 
missile silo. 


Built around a 160-year-old pin oak in the 
middle of Calhoun, Georgia, is a giant-size tree 
house, complete with kitchen, living room, and 
bathroom.
